SHTMIE events of the present year furnish flat 

1 tcring evidence of the increasing pros¬ 
perity, and distinguished advantages of our 
Territory. Attracted by a genial climate, pro¬ 
ductive soil, and navigable rivers—numbers 
have been added to our population, arid crowds 
from all quarters are exploring our forests in 
search of situations for their future residence. 
The demand for the public lands is unprece¬ 
dented ; and prices are obtained, which would 
he deemed more than adequate for improved 
farms in many of the states. Places which 
were lately the wretched abodes of the unfortu¬ 
nate Savage; now present fruitful fields and 
flourishing towns; and, withal, a degree of 
health prevails, which probably has not be*n 
exceeded in any country. I am satisfied, from 
observation in the various directions I have 
heen called by the public concerns, that in esti¬ 
mating the character of this portion of the uni¬ 
on, a salubrious atmosphere may be justly re¬ 
garded among its prominent traits. 

Amid these peculiar blessings and cheering 

A. 
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prospects, for which we are so much indebted 
to a kind Providence ; we have, however, to la¬ 
ment, the murderous incursions of a misguided 
oneiny. on a portion of our southern frontier* 
Hostilities were commenced on the part of the 
Indians, whose residence has been occasionally 
on either side of the Florida line,in the month of 
Jan’n last, and have been since continued with 


marks of cruelty almost unexampled. Many of 
the inhabitants were compelled to seek safety in 
the interior,and not until within a few weeks have 
they been permitted to return to their d wellings. 
Extensive swamps and the adjoining Spanish 
possessions, furnished retreats for the Savages, 
whence, in despite of the utmost vigilance, they 
might annoy our scattering settlements. The 
regular troops being inadequate to afford the 
necessary protection, it became indispensable to 
station militia at the most exposed points, and to 
employ detachments in scouring the neighbor¬ 
ing woods. In September last, an expedition 
was arranged under the command of the gallant 
Colonel Dale, when most of the party winch 
had so long disturbed the repose of the frontier, 
crossed the Alabama, and pursued their course- 
through the neighborhood of the Falls of Tus- 
kaloosa, towards the Mississippi. This very 
extraordinary movement may he justly ascrib¬ 
ed to the occupation of Pensacola by the Ame¬ 
rican forces. 

You will readily imagine the extreme label 
and embarrassment to which the Executive has 
been subjected—without funds, and at a period 
when the organization of the civil and military 
system of the Territory required his constant 
attention. In a newly settled country, moreo¬ 
ver, it was ruinous to call the militia from their 
homes ; and nothing less than the most impe¬ 
rative, obligations, could have justified the mea. 


r* 
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aure. The occasion nevertheless, has afford¬ 
ed numerous instances of patriotism, worthy of 
the highest commendation. 

I have been authorized to draw on the war 
department for the necessary funds to defray 
the expenses incurred in defending* the country ; 
and the accounts are now in a train of adjust* 
meat, 

JNotwithstanding these unfortunate occur* 
ceuees, which were calculated to make impres¬ 
sions abroad unfavorable to emigration, it is pro¬ 
bable the whole number of our inbafcitnfs at 
this time, exceeds seven* v-Hve thousand. lu the 
year eighteen hundred and sixteen, tills portion 
of the Hum Mississippi Territory contained on- 
1 v twenty-eight thousand six hundred mid se-

ami it appears by the census taken the 
present year, that, excluding the counties of 
liU.vivnre and Marion from which no re* 
turns have been received, o»r population a- 
mounts to sixty-seven thousand, live hundred 
and nlw'ty-four. So soon as the lists are com¬ 
pleted they si*nil be laid beSore you. There 
can he no doubt, that an application on the part 
of the Territory for admission into the Union# 
will be readily granted bv the ^National Logie 
lature. That subject so interesting to us all# 
and t he apportionment of representation, willy 
doubtless attract your early attention, 

Pursuant to involutions passed at the last se¬ 
niors of the General Assembly, I addressed a le- 
ter to the Governor of Mississippi respecting 
the monies in the Treasury of that state, claim¬ 
ed by this Territory, under the act of Congress, 
and at the same time, adopted measures for 
procuring one hundred copies of the Digest of 
the Laws of the late Mississippi Territory. 
The correspondence which is herewith trails- 
mitted, will shew* that? although it has net 



practicable to obtain the Digests in due season 
they will be forwarded in a few weeks. la the 
mean time, aware that the officers in the newly 
created counties could not proceed, without the 
means of ascertaining their r espective duties ; 
and, desirous to afford them every possible aid, 
I called on the Clerks of the neighboring coun¬ 
ties for such copies of the la ws as had not been 
distributed. I have been thus enabled to trans¬ 
mit a stnall number to each county. It is also 
desirable that some legislative provision should 
be made for furnishing the officers of the militia 
with copies of the militia laws. 

An act of Congress passed at their last sessi¬ 
on, vests in tire Territorial Legislature, autho¬ 
rity to appoint, change, and regulate the times 
and places of holding Courts; and it is proba¬ 
ble, the public convenience'may be promoted by 
directing your attention to the subject. Per¬ 
mit me also to recommend an extension of the 
powers of the County Courts. The number of 
the Judges of the Superior Courts and the a- 
mount of their salaries, arc inadequate to the 
duties they arc required to perforin ; and the 
difficulties of travelling from coilnty to county, 
are frequently insuperable. Failures in hold¬ 
ing Courts, and delays in the administration of 
justice are therefore the unavoidable consequent© 
—In some of the states, the County Courts are 
clothed with civil and criminal jurisdiction to 
a certain extent; and in my view, the system 
appears suited in a peculiar degree, to the sit¬ 
uation of our country. I w ould submit, moie- 
over, the propriety of fixing, as far as practi¬ 
cable, permanent limits to the respective coun¬ 
ties. With the knowledge acquired by the sur¬ 
reys of various parts of the Territory, that ob¬ 
ject may be now judiciously accomplished, and 
“ urge its importance. *•-

The acts of Congress proluhitinff thfetfiihpor- 
tation of slaves from any foreign coUnti^* leave 
the disposition of such as may jbe unlawfully In¬ 
troduced, to the legislative authorities of the 
states and territories in which they may be 
found : and it may be important that the sub¬ 
ject should occupy your consideration. 

I have received a commission for George 
Philips, Joh^i Gayle, Jun. Matthew !). Willson, 
Lemuel Mead and Henry Chanibers,as members 
of the Legislative Council; the two last in the 
place of Hobert Beatty, - resigned, and Joseph 
Cai ’son, deceased ; and I have to inform you 
that it will expire on the fifteenth day of Febru¬ 


ary next. 

You are apprized of the distinguished spirit 
of liberality which was manifested on the pai*t 
of the National Legislature, during their last 
session, towards our Territory. All act passed 
authorizing the reserv ation of an entire town¬ 
ship of land for the support of a Seipinai'y of 
Learning ; and also, of 44 anyone entire sec¬ 
tion’* to be located under the direction of the 
Governor, Jbr the Seat of Government. Fujly 
aware of the public sensibility which the seleo*

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tiou ot a sc ! *o for the scat of Oovernment always 
excites, u ni of the influence of local feelings in 
the determination of the question, I could not 
expect* by any choice, however judicious, to 
affbr* universal satisfaction. And the delicate 
fast assigned to the Executive has been j’gjj. 
d«;re(f the more embarrassing by a combination 
*1 accidental circumMar c< s. A <-,.pv of the 
act did not r each me until the month of June, 
\\ non the town of Cahawba, which, among oth¬ 
er scites, had attracted the attention of our tel- 
low-citizens, v. as offered for sale, on the first 
Monday of October. Should that place be 
considered the most eligible ; not to have exa¬ 
mined its claims in due season, would have de¬ 
prived the Territory of their choice—while on 
the other hand, it was possible that the selec¬ 
tion made by the Executive might not be ap¬ 
proved by the Legislature. That I should en¬ 
deavor to prevent the former, appeared to me 
an imperative duty: while at the same time. 
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"t:! S oel* °- l O" the general interests 
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J , : t, was pursuaded, that the scite which 
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" * ‘-loing, licreafter, those unpleasant 

nS "! licfc lmve S(> mwli disturbed the 
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dting from our future prospects, and con¬ 
nected with the general convenience, were not. to 
be overlooked,: nor the gratification of a part 
of our population to bo regarded, in oppo 
sition to the rights and interests of the whole. 
The experience of other states had shewn, that 
to consult as far as practicable in the choice 
op position, the convenience of every portion 
of the country, is the surest method of ren- 
C 'ring that choice, permanent. In pursuing 
that principle, the nearest eligible scite to the 
centre of the Territory, presented the highest 
claim, while the probable future population of 
the different parts, was also to he considered. 
The latter, however, being necessarily matter 
of conjecture only, and liable to be estimated 
according to various impressions, furnished a 
criterion altogether uncertain : and, therefore, 
was entitled to the less attention. With such 
views S proceeded to examine the junction of 
i 'ah aw ha and Alabama. The bluff on the west 
Hide of those rivers, presents a beautiful scite, 
with springs of good water, and the prospect of 
health! Situated on a river capable of being 
navigated by boats of great burthen, and sup¬ 
ported as it will be, by the abundant producti¬ 
ons of an extensive and fertile back country on 
the Alabama am! Cahawba, and their tributary 
streams, the town of Cahawba promises to vie 
with the largest inland towns in the southern 
country. Possessing, in my judgment, the ne¬ 
cessary a;l va: da ges,—approaching certainly ’, 
nearer to the centre of the Territory, and fro- 
buMij of its future permanent population than 
nay place otherwise equally eligible, I.commu¬ 
nicated the result of my examination to the 
'President of the United States, with the re- 
q-> s st, that ruch parts of sections as I thought 
best; calculated for the seat of Government, 
might be reserved from sale. The request has

Legislature, I fed 
r.o other solicitude, than that the course may 
be pursued, which shall best promote the wel¬ 
fare of the country and the happiness of our 
fellow ~c it,* z(' i\ s • And 1 have the fullest ce.nfi- 
dence that such will be, the object of your deli¬ 
berations.
